Hi Rickshal 

So far as our enquiries have gone, 
we cannot find that there is any 
organisation in the Colony devoted 
to tho welfare ‘of the numerous bedy 
of men who ply. for chair ‘and 
xicksho’ hire on qur strects, In 
Shanghai thera is a Ricksha Mission 
founded (in 1918) and directed by 
Mr. George Matheson in an honor- 


ary capacity, and his annual report, |- 


a copy of which we asked be sent 
to us, affords fascinating reading. 
The Mission was fatinded' ‘a8 the 
auteome of profound 
evoked by years of close observ 
of the hardships of the ricksha- 
men's lot,’’ whilst the object-of the 
Mission is ta “uplift ond kelp the 
coolies generally, and to ameliorate, 
ag far os practicable, the condition 
of tha sick and destitute “among 
them.’’ Thot much js attempted 
and equally accomplished is proved 
by the ‘annual report, and the aeser- 
tion is made with becoming 
modesty’’ that the. Migsion’s in. 
fluence upon the fluctuating masses 
of men from differént provinces 
passing through the Mission~ 
"The roport 


sod Traffic regulations to ricksha- 
men; ndvico to:the men to keop 
‘‘pernicious efforts’’ of 
the agitator ; help to sick and injur:

shelters and homes; vinits paid to 
homes ‘and distribution of health 
and traffic leaflets.

ATTITUDE. 


FOREIGNERS, 


. STRONGER WEST RIVER PATROLS URGED. — 


Approached by the China Mail 


for its views regarding the various 


euggestions that have been made for coping with China’s growing 


disorders; especially where foreign 


itlterests are concerned, the Hong- 


kong General Chamber of Commerce has issued the following state- 


ment:— . 


The Hongkong General Cham- 
ber of Commerce recelved—with 
‘ other Chambors in the Far East—a 
circular letter from the Shanghai 
British Chamber expressing the 
opinion that in order to secure due 
protection of the Railways’ their 
police must be reorganized and as 
&@ necessary stepto this end, must 
be placed under foreign officers. In 
the opinion of British merchants in 
Shanghai, as represented by their 
Chamber of Commerce, it is 
highly desirable that the Chincse 
Government should be warned 
that the putting into effect of the 
decisions of the ‘Washington 


Conference, as they affect China, Cc 


wil! be deferred until such time as 
an ¢éffective ‘disbandment scheme 
under foreign supervision has been 
taken to give adequate protection 
-to foreign life and property. 


Disbandment Problems. 


The China Association and the 
Shanghai Chamber have united in 
a message to the ‘China Associa- 
tion, London, suggesting inter alia 
foreign supervision of disband- 
ment of Chinese soldiers and 
strong international garrisons at 
Shanghai, Tientsin, Hankow and 
Canton. The Canton Chamber, 
discussing the first of these pro- 
posals, comments that there will be 
-very considerable practical difficul- 
ties.” It would be useless to em- 
ploy foreigners not used ‘to 
dealing with Chinese, and 
the number of expg ienced 
men available is very small. It is 
doubtful, remarks the 
Chamber, whether the Consular 
Service, the Hongkong Govern- 
ment‘or the Chinese Customs 
could spare many, while the 
sacrifice involved on the part of 
merchant firms would be very con- 
siderable, even were they able to 
release any appreciable number of 
men, As far as Canton is concem- 
ed, the Canton Chamber has como, 
‘tothe conclusion that an interna- 
tional garrison would be undesir- 
able, . It. would be very difficult to 
provide suitable accommodation, 
and the proximity of the Hong- 
kong forces must not be overlook- 
ed. : . 

Weat River Patrol. 

The Canton Chamber is unanim- 
ous that. an .increase.in the West 
River patrol should be made with- 
out delay and suggests that~ the 
gunboat of the “Insect” class held 
in reserve should be put’ into com- 
mission. It would also be well ifa 
sloop ‘could be stationed off 
Shameen so that the whole force of 
the West River flotilla could be 
used for patrolling the main water-
